Upon written request by the facility, the Department shall

provide the facility with a redacted copy of the report,

subject to the confidentiality restrictions as stated in

Section 2-206 of this Act and with the name, room number, or

any other characteristic that may enable the specific person to

be identified who has given information to the monitor deleted.
